Information Disclosure Statement

Double Patenting

Should claim 2 be found allowable, claim 4 will be objected 
under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



1. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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- Claim 1 (line 6) and claim 2 (line 6) recite " the edge". Applicant 
should should clearly distinguish which "edge" it is referred to (i.e. 
there are two edges concerned on lines 3 and 4). 

- Claim 1 (line 9), claim 2 (line 9), claim 3 (line 12) and claim 4 (line 

, 12) recite " a gap". Further review of the Specification (page 8, line 
6) and drawing do not further clarify what the Applicant is 
considering to be a gap. 



Claim Rejections -.35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
(JP 11-104916). 

Regarding claims' 1 and 3, '916 teaches a chamfering tool having a cutting 
section having an outer surface which is formed by a curved surface, the outer surface 
having a first blade section (2a: see below) which is tilted (by an angle a) so that a chip 
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is discharged to one side of the edge, and a second blade section (2b) which is tilted so 
that the chip is discharged to the other side different from the former side in a sliding 
direction of the cutting section with a gap (G) ('916, figures 1, 3, 9). Regarding claims 2 
and 4, '916 teaches the first and second blades having cutting face (3) tilted so as to 
face one side of the edge ('91 6, figure 2a. note that figure 2 shows only one blade but 
figure 9 is another embodiment with two blades). Furthermore, regarding claims 3 and 
4, teaches in figures 3-6, said chamfering tool having a shank section that is attached to 
a rotational chuck on the opposite side of the cutting section. Regarding claims 5-8, '916 
teaches the first blade section (2a) and the second blade section (2b) being formed 
alternately in the peripheral direction of the outer peripheral surface while being 
symmetrical with respect to a rotating center axis of the cutting section ('916, figure 9a).
